Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: Mr. 
Mansfield initiated an interview with Mr. Dong to discuss additional amendments to independent Claims 1 and 19 to 
clarify additional statutory support by adding "computer" to define the "server" recited in the claims. Mr. Mansfield also 
suggested amending these claims to remove the word, "person" and add, "customer" to avoid possible 35 USC 101 
and 35 USC 112 issues.
